To the inhabitants of the Town of Orange, in the County of Grafton in said State, qualified 
to vote in Town affairs: 


YOU ARE HEREBY NOTIFIED to meet at the Town House in said Orange on Tuesday, 
the 13th day of March, 1990, at three o’clock in the afternoon, to act upon the following 
subjects. The polls to remain open until eight p.m. 


ARTICLE 1: To choose by ballot and plurality vote a Moderator, Town Clerk, a Town 
Treasurer, one Selectman for three years, one Selectman for one year, one Cemetery Agent, 
one Overseer of Public Welfare, one Budget Committee member for three years, two 
Auditors, one Road Agent, one Tax Collector, one Library Trustee, one Deeding Agent, 
one Trustee of Trust Funds for one year, one Supervisor of the Checklist for six years and 
other officers that the Town may judge necessary. 


Beginning at seven o’clock in the evening to vote on the following Articles: 


ARTICLE 2: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to borrow money in 
anticipation of taxes to pay necessary Town charges. 


ARTICLE 3: To see if the Town will vote to give a discount of three percent on taxes paid 
in full within thirty days from the date of the bill, with the stipulation that the discount 
becomes forfeited if it is not deducted by the payer at the time payment is made. 


ARTICLE 4: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the prepayment of taxes and to 
authorize the Tax Collector to accept payments in prepayment of taxes in accordance with 
provisions of N.H.R.S. 80:52-2. 


ARTICLE 5: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen and the Deeding 
Agent to administer or dispose of any real estate acquired through the Tax Collector’s Deed 
in the Town or to the original owner, as justice may require. 


ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the prepayment of resident taxes 
and authorize the Tax Collector to accept payment in prepayment of taxes. 


ARTICLE7: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to accept and expend 
gifts of money or personal property, for the purpose intended by the donor and in addition 
to apply, receive and expend any federal or state assistance not anticipated as of the annual 
Town Meeting, on the condition that the Selectmen shall account to the voters of the Town 
for all such additional receipts and expenses in accordance with the provisions of N.H.R.S. 
31:95B.

ARTICLE 8: To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the Highway Block Grant Fund 
of $18,165.19 for construction, reconstruction, and maintenance of Class 4 or 5 highways 
and for purchase of equipment. 


ARTICLE9: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of three thousand 
dollars ($3,000) as a third installment to be added to the Tuttle Hill Bridge Replacement 
Capital Reserve Fund, previously established. 


ARTICLE 10: To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of $600.00 to clean 
gravestones in the three Town Cemeteries, as recommended by the Cemetery Commission, 
and to authorize withdrawal from the Cemetery Trust Funds for this purpose. 


ARTICLE 11: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000 for 
the work on the Town Hall addition. 


ARTICLE 12: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $600.00 for 
the purchase of a fireproof safe for the Tax Collector. 


ARTICLE 13: To see if the Town will vote to designate and proclaim April 22, as Earth 
Day 1990, and to set aside that day for public activities promoting preservation of the global 
environment and launching the “‘Decade of the Environment.’”’ 


ARTICLE 14: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Moderator to appoint a 
Committee to continue to examine a town sponsored Recycling Program. 


ARTICLE 15: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $220.00 as 
the Town’s contribution towards recycling at the Lebanon Solid Waste District. 


ARTICLE 16: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000 
towards the purchase of recycling equipment in partnership with the Town of Canaan. 


ARTICLE 17: To see if the Town will vote to adopt the following Bylaws as required by 
the City of Lebanon: 


*‘Common Carrier Obligation to Set Lower Rate for Recycling: 


1. Declaration of Purpose: This Bylaw is adopted for the purpose of encouraging recycling, 
reducing the cost for the collection, transportation and disposal of solid waste and to comply 
with the obligation of the Town to the City of Lebanon under the Solid Waste Disposal 
Agreement. This Bylaw is also for the purpose of complying with the requirements of RSA 
149-M:17, I (b), and the objectives contained in RSA 149-M:22. 


2. Any person, partnership, corporation or other legal entity holding a common carrier 
certificate for the transportation of solid waste in the Town shall be obligated to amend the 
tariff filed with the Bureau of Common Carriers of the Department of Safety to provide a 
lower rate for customers who sort and separate their solid waste for recycling purposes. 
Such amendment shall be filed with the Board of Selectmen not later than June 1, 1990 and 
shall be effective not later than July 1, 1990. Any change in the tariff subsequently shall

be filed with the Board of Selectmen and all such changes shall always provide a lower rate 
for customers who sort and separate their solid waste for recycling purposes. Any such 
common carrier that fails to provide a lower rate shall be denied access to the solid waste 
facility made available by the Town for its residents.’’ 


ARTICLE 18: Veteran’s Exemption Options Chapter 64: ‘‘Shall we adopt the provisions 
of RSA 72:28, V & VI for an optional veterans’ exemption and an expanded qualifying war 
service for veterans seeking the exemption? The optional veterans’ exemption is $100, 
rather than $50.”’ 


ARTICLE 19: Veteran’s Exemption Options Chapter 64: ‘‘Shall we adopt the provisions 
of RSA 72:35, IV for an optional property tax exemption on residential property for a 
service-connected total disability? The optional disability exemption is $1,400, rather than 
$700.”’ 


ARTICLE 20: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $13,000 for 
the purpose of a complete reappraisal of property within the Town, and to authorize 
withdrawal from the Capital Reserve Fund for this purpose. The appraisal will be done in 
1990 or 1991 depending on the Appraiser’s schedule. 


ARTICLE 21: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,500 for 
a Selectmen’s Clerk. 


ARTICLE 22: To see if the Town will vote to raise and/or appropriate the sum of 
$114,175.19 as called for by the budget submitted by the Budget Committee, and pass any 
vote in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 23: To hear the reports of agents, auditors, and other officers heretofore and pass 
any vote relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 24: To transact any business that may legally come before the meeting not in 
the Warrant. 


ARTICLE 25: The polls shall not close earlier than eight o’clock in the evening.

AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


During calendar year 1989, the State of New Hampshire experienced an average number 
of wildfires. The three leading causes of these wildfires were fires kindled without a fire 
permit from the Forest Fire Warden, children and debris burning fires that escaped control. 
All these causes are preventable, but only with your help. 


Please help your town and state forest fire officials with forest fire prevention. by New 
Hampshire State Law (RSA 224:27b), “‘No person, firm or corporation shall kindle or 
cause to be kindled any fire or burn or cause to be burned any material, except when the 


ground is covered with snow, without first obtaining a written fire permit from the Forest 
2?

violations of RSA 224:27 and the other burning laws of the State of New Hampshire are 
misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to $1,000 and/or a year in jail and you are also 
liable for paying all fire suppression costs. 


The State of New Hampshire, Division of Forests and Lands assisted many towns 
n wildland fire suppression during 1989 including several large fires in Allenstown, Alton, 
Chesterfield, Concord areas, as well as the 100 acre fire on Mt. Belknap in Gilford.

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REPORT OF THE ORANGE PLANNING BOARD

Again it was a quiet year for the Planning Board during 1989. Each month we meet to 
review and resolve the issues that affect the careful planning of our town. In March, Lyell 
Smith became the Selectmen’s representative to the Board, the position previously filled 
by Leon Valia. In April, Marc Braun was re-appointed to the Zoning Board of Appeals. 


A main focal point during 1989 was an amendment to the present zoning ordinance in 
regards to the minimum acreage and minimum road frontage required for new subdivisions. 
The Board recommended that we vote to increase the minimum lot size from one to two 
acres and to increase the minimum road frontage from 150 feet to 200 feet. The Board felt 
this change was important for the safe placement between water and septic systems. During 
a public, informational meeting in December we received a positive response from the 
residents that attended. We are now reviewing the right-of-way statues as they are now 
written to be sure they best suit the interest of the town. 


During the year the Board filled out a lengthy, informational survey for the Upper Valley/ 
Lake Sunapee Council. The information reviewed covered our valuable, natural resources 
including trails, views, wildlife habitat, open land, agricultural land, wetlands, hunting 
tracts, and historic sites.

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MASCOMA HOME HEALTH SERVICES 


Mascoma Home Health Services celebrated its 20th year of service to the Mascoma 
Valley communities which include Orange. The agency has grown over the years in an 
attempt to meet the community health needs as they have arisen. 

We have worked closely with other human service organizations in the area in an effort 
to make the most effective use of all programs offered. 

The Parenting Support Groups started in 1983 have been a strong piece of the entire 
Child Health Program which also includes a monthly Well Child Clinic and twiceyearly 
Dental Clinics. There is also a Parent Aide/Family Outreach Worker available to make 
home visits to assist young families with learning to care for their children. 

The Adult Home Health Care Program is also based primarily on home visits. The staff 
numbering 15 includes registered nurses, therapists, home health aides, homemakers and 
social worker. Each has their role in helping individuals with some physical limitations to 
remain in their own homes. 

Much of this would not be possible without the support from the town of Orange. On 
behalf of the Board of Directors and the staff we thank you for your help which is passed 
on to those in your community who need a helping hand.

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1989 GRAFTON COUNTY COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


Unlike town and school budgets which are passed by local voters each March, Grafton 
County budgets are passed by the 28-member Legislative Delegation in late June. The 
State Department of Revenue Administration determines each own’s share of county taxes 
based on the town’s proportion of total assessed valuation in the county. Each town’s 
property tax rate reflects its share of county tax as well as town and school taxes. 


In 1989 Grafton County’s budget increased from $10.1 million to $11.2 million.The 
increase in the operating budget is mostly due to growing caseload and increased costs for 
Intermediate Nursing Home Care and the cost of staffing and operating the new jail wing. 
The good news is that the cost of 

court-ordered placements for juveniles has leveled off after increasing 160% from 1985 to 
1989, 


The amount of the county budget to be raised by property taxes increased from $5.0 million 
to $6.3 million, in large part because most of the 1988 surplus was used to pay for 
construction of the jail addition and because of increased costs of Intermediate Nursing 
Home Care payments to the State. If should be noted that 48.5% of the county tax collected 
from the towns is paid directly to the State for the county share of nursing home care, old 
age assistance, and aid to permanently and totally disabled. 


The construction of a new 30-bed minimum security unit at the County Department of 
Corrections was completed in March of this year, and inmates were moved in during the 
first week in April. Thanks to the strong hands-on management and control by Supt. Bill 
Siegmund and Clerk of the Works Wayne Whitney, the county managed to complete the 
$1.6 million project with a $9,197 surplus. And by using $500,000 in surplus funds as a 
down payment, we only bonded $1.1 million. 


Because of increasingly crowded conditions at the Grafton County Courthouse, the 
Commissioners are looking into both short and long-range solutions to the county’s space 
problems. Working with Samyn-D’Elia and Assoc. to develop plans and projected costs, 
we expect to present plans early in 1990 for possible cost effective, short-term solutions, 
including renovating the county owned duplex house. 


The Commissioners are also anticipating changes in the overall management structure of 
the county next year with Administrator Siegmund’s retirement in June. The Nursing 
Home complex (the nursing home, jail and farm) will be separated into three separate 
facilities with individual administrators. The Commissioners are considering the impact 
of this conversion on the county 

business office and overall county operations in order to ensure a successful response to 
thechanges brought about by Mr. Siegmund’s retirement. 


The Grafton County Commissioners meet weekly on Wednesdays at the Grafton County 
Courthouse in North Haverhill.
